the proclamation of the United States 
Philippine commission, will be to con­ 
vince the natives that Aguinaldo’s bub­ 
ble has about burst. 
Dr. Schurman, president of the com­ 
mission, said: 
••Th** Fibpinos have been asking un­ 
ceasingly, ‘what do you propose to do 
for us? 
The proclamation answers the 
cuesta in, and it should satisfy them .” 
Colonel Charles Denby, member of the 
tommission aud former minister 
to 
China, remarked: 
* lt is tin m* st im portant proclama 
bon since the declaration of independ­ 
ence. Spanish, Tagalo and English ver­ 
sions have been printed, and it is pro­ 
per d to circulate -them about Malolos 
aud at all the seaports. They will 
gent to the lake towns by gunboats.” 
General MacArthur reconnoitered in 
force Monday morning, w ith the Mon­ 
tana regiment, the Fourth cavalry and 
two guns of toe light artillery, about as 
far as the river north of Malolos. The 
recouni isiuce developed the fact that 
there were fully 1,000 rebels, armed 
with Mauser rifles, preparing tor de­ 
fense. Shots were exchanged and two 
of the Montana ri giineiii were wounded, 
but there was no engagement. 
later in tin* day Genet a1 MacArthur 
moved northward, as tile water supply 
of Malolos was inadequate. 
The committee of Spaniards, under 
tile leadership of Senor Antonio Fuset, 
president of rile S q u ish club, had little 
Huccest- with the expedition organized to 
deliver money and stores to the Spanish 
prisoners. The members of the expedi­ 
tion were obliged to give the goods to 
tho Filipino officers at Batangas. The 
boat had a letter from Aguinaldo, di­ 
recting the Filipino officials to aid the 
mission, but General Trias, command­ 
ing the Filipino forces in the southern 
provinces, aud his subordinates, declined 
to recognize Aguinaldo^ authority. The 
Spaniards refused to accept the invita­ 
tions to land, having been warned that 
they would be held for ransom. 
Major Rafael Morales, the former 
Spanish governor of the island of Min- 
doro, was brought on board the ship for i 
an interview. He was so weak that he 
faintetl, aud at parting he said: 
“I shall never see you again.” 
The Filipinos thought the Red Cross 
flag was the American flag. 
A committee, whose members were of 
all the nationalities in Manila, headed 
by John McLeod, an Englishman, was 
organized for the purpose of interview­ 
ing the Filipino leaders and petitioning 
for tile release of the prisoners in the 
name of humanity. 
The proclamation of tho commission 
was as follows: 
The commission desires to assure tho 
rouble or Hie Philippine islands of Hie 
formal good will and fraternal feeling 
wham is entertained for them by tho 
president of the United States and by the 
Amel ican people. 
The ann aud object of the American 
government, apart from the fulfillment of 
Hie solemn obligations it has assumed to- 
waru tile family of nations bv its accept­ 
ance ut sovereignty over the Philippine 
islands, is the well-being, prospersy aud 
happiness of the Philippine people and 
their elevation and advancement to a po­ 
rtion among the most civilized peoples of 
tho world. 
The president believes that this felicity 
and perfection of the Philippine people is 
to be brought about by the assurance of 
peace and order, by the guarantee of civil 
and religious liberty, by the establishment 
et justice, by the cultivation of letters, 
•cience and the liberal and practical arts, 
by the enlargement of intercourse with 
foreign nations, by expansion of industrial 
pursuits, by trade and commerce, by mul­ 
tiplication and improvement of toe means 
of internal communication, by develop­ 
ment, with the aid of modern mechanical 
Inventions, of the great natural resources 
of the archipelago, and, iii a word, ny tho 
uninterrupted devotion of the people to 
foe pursuit of imeiul obje t* aud the real­ 
ization 0f those noble ideas wnlch consti­ 
tute the higher civilization of maukind.

Professor R obert Koch, th e celebrated 
bacteriologist, w ho in 1H83. a t the head 
of the G e rm a n cholera commission, vis­ 
ited E gypt and India and discovered 
th e so called “ c o m m a " cholera bacillus, 
w ill s ta r t w ith an expedition in A prii 
for the tropics to continue his in v esti­ 
g ation as to the n a tu re and origin of 
m alaria. 
Tile reichstag bas m ade a 
g ra n t of 60.i)00 m arks in aid of the u n ­ 
dertaking. 
T he expedition referred to in th e fore­ 
going dispatch is in line w ith the efforts 
of P rotestor Koch to m itig a te tropical 
fevers. 
W hen he re tu rn e d last year 
from a sim ilar expedition to the G e r­ 
m an east A frican coast, he advanced 
th e theory th a t in the case of hum an 
beings m osquitoes played the part in 
c o m m u n ic a tin g 
m alaria 
w hich 
ticks 
play in the c attle disease know n as 
“ T exas fe v e r." 
He had reached the 
conclusion th a t w here there are mos­ 
q uitoes th ere is alw ays m alaria and 
th a t w here th ere are no m osquitos there 
is no m alaria. 
Moreover, he reported th a t it was 
possible by m icroscopic ex am in atio n of 
th e blood of a p atien t to discover from 
the n a tu re of the m icrobes the exact 
stage w hich th e disease had reached 
T h is discovery he regarded, according 
to his rep o rt a t the tim e, as of the 
highest im po rtance in its bearings upon 
the a d m in istra tio n of q u in in e shortly 
before the a tta c k or shortly a fte r 
Hi- 
theory, as then expounded, is th a t tin 
quinine, tak en at the right m om ent 
stops m alarial fever, not by killing tin 
germs, b u t by a rre stin g th e ir grow th 
and his conclusion w as th a t a proper 
em ploym ent of q u inin e, w ith the estab 
lish m en t of m o u n ta in health resorts 
would rob tropical fever of m a n y of its 
te rro rs.— N ew York Times.

John Thomas Salmon, one of the best 
known residents of the city, was found 
dead in bed at his home in Norton 
street this morning. 
Deceased had complained for some 
time of a pain near his heart and went 
to a physician, who told him his ail­ 
ment was not considered dangerous. Last 
evening wheu he had finished hU work 
he went home and was feeling better 
than usual. He put a load of coal in the 
cellar, and then played with the baby 
until 9 o’clock, when he retired. 
He did not complain of being ill and 
was in the best of spirits. 
His wife, 
who hasbeen sleeping down stairs, heard 
him get op at IO o’clock, but did not 
think anything of it, and this morning 
it was discovered that he had risen for 
the pnrpose of putting an extra cover on 
the bed. 
Mrs. Salmon and her mother, Mrs. 
Lucinda Morris, had prepared to spend 
the day with friends, and this morning 
when Mrs. Morris went- in the room to 
make the bed she was surprised to see 
Mr. Salmon laying there. 
She went 
down stairs and notified her daughter, 
and Mrs. Salmon went up stairs and 
found that her husband was dead. 
He 
was lying on his back with his eyes 
closed and had one hand on his side, and 
had evidently passed away without a 
struggle. 
A physician was called, bot 
Mr. Salmon was rigid and had probably 
been dead at least six hours. 
He ex­ 
pressed the opinion that the death chill 
was on Mr Salmon when he arose to get 
the extra cover. 
Jack Salmon, as he was known to 
almost every person in the city, was 
born in Worksop, near Sheffield, Eng., 
December. 1866, and at the time of his 
death was 82 years of age. 
In his early 
years he went to Liverpool, where he 
worked for a number of years in the 
coal mines, but he was not satisfied with 
his station in life and shipped atxmrd a 
sailing vessel and served before the 
mast for two years, making trips to 
Russia and South America. 
When he 
had served his time on 
board the 
sailing vessel he worked his passage to 
this country, arriving in Trenton a 
homeless, friendless mau. 
He imme­ 
diately made friends with the secretary 
of the Young Men’s Christian associa­ 
tion of that city, and after staying for 
a short time decided to come here 
He 
was given a recommendation, aud hav­ 
ing no money he walked from Trenton 
to this city, stopping a few days at H ar­ 
risburg. 
He arrived here eight years 
ago. and secured employment on the 
street railway which was then in course 
of construction, 
and worked on it 
two days. 
Some prominent men in 
the city became interested iu him, and 
through their influence he was engaged 
as messenger and janitor at the Potters’ 
National bank, which poeition he held 
at the time of his death. 
October 4, 1894, he was nnited in 
marriage with Miss Betta Morris, and 
one child, Sarah Elizabeth, now nine 
months old, was born to bless the union. 
He also has one sister living in England, 
his father and mother having been dead 
for a number of years. 
He was an earnest member of the 
First M. E. church, and was also a 
member of Favorite tent, Rechabites. 
aud the Maccabees. 
He was probably 
one of the best known persons in the 
city and had a host of friends. 
The funeral will take place from the 
late residence Thursday afternoon at 2 
o’clock, Doctor Crawford 
officiating. 
Interment will be made al Riverview. 
A report was in circulation today that 
Mr. Salmon had been discharged from 
the Potters’ National, but it is untrue. 
Cashier R. W Patterson stated that the 
deceased was held in the highest esteem 
by all connected with the bank

THE FIGHTING AT MANILA 


Incidents of the Battle About 


the Blockhouses. 


VOLUNTEERS’ THRILLING

The New York Snn’s correspondent 
it Manila, writing under date of Feb. 8 
•boat the fighting near the city early 
im February, says 
“ Let as go. too 
«Mptain’’ 
“ No orders, my boy. * 
“ Oh hang the orders! Those fellows 
•recharging, and why can’t we?" 
“ Look at 'em run! Look at 'em run' 
G ive it to them! Give it to them I” 
The men of Company E. First regi 
meat of Colorado volunteers, 
stood 
clear out of the bushes and even piled 
on top of the little natural mounds be 
hind which they had been lying all 
night and from which they had been 
pumping Bpringfield lead at flashes from 
insurgent rifles across the little rice 
valley 
Even Captain Rucker forgot to 
shelter his ribs from the scratching, 
singing Mausers, and rose straight np 
to witness the charge of the three com­ 
panies to the left on blockhouse No. 5. 
the first charge of the Filipino-Ameri- 
can war. aud the charge which scat 
tered its enthusiasm, like fire in a hay­ 
stack. down along the firing line of the 
Eighth army corps—the charge which 
bred charges and resulted in victory 
after victory against the insurgents 
throughout that eventful day. 
“ Look there! Look there! There arc 
a hundred of those black devils trying 
to cot off this w ay!” 
“ First 
platoon, 
forward 
to 
the 
charge!” sang out Captain Rucker 
There was a rush and scramble, and 
they were oft 
The captain devoted his 
energies to convincing the men of the 
second platoon that they did not belong 
to the first and that it was their duty 
to cover the advance with plenty of fire 
Th© lucky men of the first platoon 
bounded like greyhounds toward the 
strongholds of the insurgents. 
Bullets 
from blockhouses on the right and left 
popped and chugged intheearth around 
them 
The men of Companies B, K and L 
advanced by rushes, firing as they went 
and ycdling like fiends. The tiny village 
of Balk*-Bulic stood in the way to the 
somber blockhouse on the ridge. A rip 
ping fire came from the windows of tin 
ruined stone chapel and from the dense 
hushes 
Ca risen of Company L pitch d 
heavily forward, shot through the head 
Weaver of Company B, a moment lab r 
dropped and grabbed his leg Closer and 
closer they came to the very entrance < i 
the lion s den. and another Company L 
man dropped, but bis comrades had 
seen two sombreros, which had been 
peeping for an instant a round a mound 
of earth, topple suspiciously over 
Down from 
the right 
came the 
chargers of Company E. It was a three 
sided hell for the Filipinos. One by one 
they lost heart, dropped their guns and 
broke for tho blockhouse, 200 yards 
away 
Not a Filipino from Balic-Balic 
over got there 
Like a pigeon released 
from the trap, one hounded with all his 
barefooted energy for 20 feet and milt <1 
over at the crack of half a dozen rifles 
Another tried it and got a few feet far 
ther 
Another reached a shallow rice 
ridge He poked up his bend to wriggle 
farther, and off went its top. 
It was desperate bravery which made 
the concealed sharpshooters bold out to 
the last. hut they finally realised that 
their canso was lost and broke across 
th© open like frightened sheep 
The 
Company E men were there to meet 
them, and tho other companies closed 
up so fast that there was for a moment 
danger of one United States soldier 
shooting another 
Occasionally a Fill 
pino would 
fall forward apparently 
dead. wait nntil ho was fairly nuder 
the heels of the Americans and then 
foolishly rise and attempt to gain safety 
To shoot a man at six feet range with 
• 8pr in gilt Id rifle is a bani thing to do. 
but the orders were to let no insurgent 
live, and off would go the whole side of 
his head, or he would fall with a wound 
through las abdomen (urge enough to 
drop a potato through

of the blockhouse, 
warned the tut ii 
coming ap on the left who perhaps had 
lingered a little long to enjoy the rah 
tat hunt ut the village 
“ Why. those

It was indeed a fact The blink 
hon se had airt ady been occupied aud 
shots wen* ripping their way through 
the cupola at the Veiy Filipinos who 
had defended the plate a few moments 
before 
The charge had been a distinct sue 
cess mid tiad been seen down along the 
line

A long wavering line of skirmishers is 
pitching aud tumbling along up the 
hill into the very teeth of blockhouse 
No 6 aud as the men who charged No 
6 rest on tlnir laurels fora moment 
and haik off toward the smoke and earl) 
morning mist. a squad of men leap ovei 
the earthworks in front of the fort fil ii 
them empty and dive on into the holist 
to shoot from there the scores of inaur 


gents scattering in terror for Hie hi!'

spoke the truth, for the volunteers, in 
the "nthnsiasm of the moment, discard­ 
ed all the formalities of war. such as 
rushing from one vantage point to an ­ 
other and lying down for a few shots 
and dashed at the em my from the open 
pretty much as tigers do for their prey 
The advance once started, it had never 
been stopped 
Monuments were raised 
at each point taken in the shape of a 
pillar of smoke 
The successes on the 
line east of the city were first heralded 
in the bright morning air. and they 
followed along tile entire line 
Village 
after village and hut after hut was 
burned to preclude trickery by lurking 
foes. They burned all through the day 
While Companies I and I) cf the Colo­ 
rado regiment forged their way toward 
the waterworks with the Nebraskans 
during the day. the other companies 
cleared the country in front of them 
and gathered breath for another grand 
advance 
The hospital corps consigned three 
Colorado volunteers to the deadhouse at 
the military hospital and took five men 
in charge to nurse their wounds Bury 
ing details gathered up the bodies of 
Filipinos which lay7 about the ri •** pas 
tares in groups of twos aud threes 
Twenty-four were buried in one long j 
trench 
Some one posted over the -pol 
the placard. “ Twenty-four Good Fib 
pinos Lie ll ort?. ’ 
The wounded Fib 
Pinos were left uncared for until the 
last white man had been bandaged and 
placed at ease anti then were carried to 
the tent ward of the First reserve bos 
pital. where their conntrymen from the 
city were impressed into the service cl 
caring for them 
It has been a volunteers’ battle up to 
date 
The regulars at Manila have 
award*d the palm to the boys who do 
not go to war for the money there is in 
it 
They admit that wild advances. 
such as were made on Sunday. Feb. 5 
against the insurgents, could have been 
performed only by volunteers The vol­ 
unteers have been assigned to about ev 
ery place in the long firing line about 
Manila except one. and that was ort ti 
pied by the Fourteenth infantry, which 
did some of the hardest fighting of the 
engagements. 
The volunteers charged 
like veterans and mingled tho rattle of 
their bullets with the yells of Indians. 
A solemn, chilly fear has begun to 
creep ever the regulars, and they are 
ipenly making the complaint that the 
Filipino-American war is going to be 
wag*’d with them in the background 
This has been the spirit of the war 
up to the present. 
Special duty men 
have clamored to he relieved of their 
assignment to commissary and quarter 
master s departments, and members of 
the provost police when off duty for a 
time have taken chances and run away 
to go out and do some gunning for in 
■urgent© 
Fifty men. sick men at that, took 
French leave from the First reserve hts 
pital and went to battle. 
Four came 
back wounded, and some got entirely 
well on the excitement. 
All had beer 
suffering from fever and dysentery ami 
other climatic troubles. They were out 
of bed and sitting around when the fir 
ing began on the night of Feb. 4. They 
got leave to step out into the road to see 
what was going on, and some of them 
forgot all alKiut their allegiance to th* 
hospital. 
By some mysterious means 
they provided themselves with guns 
one at a time, and went oil their sepa 
rate private filibustering expeditions, 
usually swinging in with some company 
passing by for the front. 
A member of the Third artillery on 
duty at the Manila postoffice obtained a 
short leave of absence on Sunday morn 
ing. aud when he returned he set ii is 
fellow clerks wild with envy by beast 
ing that he had obtained ten shots at 
the insurgents At an Oregon company 
retreat roll call in barrat as one evening 
neatly half a company was absent 
“ W ent out to gt t some shots. ” WBS tin 
excuse they gave on return. This prob 
ably instigated tho order given by Gen 
eral M acArthur to all commanding ofii 
cers to arrest men from other regina ut.- 
found w ith tin ir commands. The mem­ 
bers of the Tennessee regiment, after 
the death of Colonel Smith, were re 
strained with difficulty from rushing 
headlong into the midst of the Filipino 
region for the purpose of holding a few 
riots to revenge the death of their lead 
er. 
The Americans have been wonder 
fully considerate toward the Filipinos, 
considering the circumstances 
The 
system followed with the Filipino dead 
usually consists of digging a long, deep 
trench and dragging the bodies in. ti 
be covered np with a thick layer til 
dirt. 
The wounded Filipinos, gathered 
up after the Americans have received 
proper attention, have been taken ti 
the hospital and placed in tents 
A de 
tail of hospital corps men is continually 
busy scouring the streets of Manila foi 
natives to nurse their wounded couu 
trvmen 
From tho street ears, private 


houses and shops they are t iii press* d 
At present there ar** 150 Filipino pa 
tients 
When the manager of the I Ii 
pi no ward considers that it is time I 
his helpers to have a meal. hediscbur.:* 
them and takes on a fresh crew

Professor Robert Koch, the celebrated 
bacteriologist, who in 1883, at the head 
of the German cholera commission, vis­ 
ited Egypt and India and discovered 
the so called “ comma” cholera bacillus, 
will start with an expedition in April 
for the tropics to continue his investi­ 
gation as to the nature and origin of 
malaria. 
The reichstag has made a 
! grant of 60,000 marks in aid of the u n ­ 
dertaking. 
I 
The expedition referred to in the fore­ 
going dispatch is in line with tho efforts 
of Professor Koch to mitigate tropical 
fevers. 
When he returned lust year 
from a similar expedition to the G er­ 
man east African coast, he advanced 
the theory that in the case of human 
beings mosquitoes played the part in 
communicating malaria which 
ticks 
play in tho cattle disease known as 
“ Texas fever.” 
He had reached the 
conclusion that where there are mos­ 
quitoes there is always malaria and 
that where there are no mosquitos there 
is no malaria. 
Moreover, he reported that it was 
possible by microscopic examination of 
the blood of a patient to discover from 
the nature of the microbes the exact 
stage which the disease had reached 
This discovery he regarded, according 
to his report at the time, as of the 
highest importance in its hearings upon 
the administration of quinine shortly 
before the attack or shortly after 
His 
theory, as then expounded, is that th* 
quinine, taken at the right inturn ut 
stops malaria] fever, not by killing th* 
germs, but by arresting their growth 
aud his conclusion was that a proper 
employment of quinine, with the eolith 
bailment of mountain health resorts 
would rob tropical fever of many of its 
terrors.

It 
was also the practice to exact heavy 
fines for any trivial m istakes in invoic­ 
ing. and American firms suffered w ith 


are some very brilliant and' beautiful 
specimens to he seen here. If the visitor 
to M anila wishes to St e a tv pical trop­ 
ical place, he m ust not fail to visit the 
San M iguel district, which lit s aiolis 
the Pasig, adjoining San Sebastian. 
Probably the principal industry of 
M anila and the Philippines is the pro­ 
duction of hemp. It is doubtful wfcethi r 
many know th at the famous Manila 
hem p is nothing else than the fiber of a 
species of banana. Over 100,000 tons ( f 
this hem p are export* d every year. It is 
needless to say th at the methods of cul­ 
tivation and preparation are still ex* 
trem ely prim itive. 
H ie sugar industry is a considerable 
die, and here also beet root culture Is 
likely to become extensive. Sugar cane 
grows luxuriantly and contain* a large 
percentage of the saccharine element. 
The sugar business is now chiefly in the 
hands of Chinese planters, and as yet 
only the most crude m anufacturing 
processes are in vogue. 
Yet the output 
ifc already large, and there are abundant 
opportunities for vast development in 
the future. 
The Germ ans own several tobacco 
and cigar factories in M anila, and this 
indnstry is perhaps further developed 
than m ost others on the islands. Philip­ 
pine tobacco has no superior. In Manila 
this industry gives employm ent to more 
persons than any other single occupa­ 
tion. 
Here everybody smokes, cigars 
and cigarettes being extrem ely cheap.
